GUIDELINES 


In  the  State  of  Missouri, 
the  state  highway  safety 
program  is  administered 

through  the  HSO,  a  unit  of  the  Traffic  &  Highway  Safety 
Division,  Missouri  Department  of  Transportation.  The 
Annual  Report  for  the  HSO  covers  those  activities 
funded  for  the  period  October  1, 2014,  through  Sep¬ 
tember  30, 2015.  The  structure  of  this  report  follows 
the  guidelines  set  forth  by  the  National  Highway  Traffic 
Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  and  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  (FHWA)  Order  960-2/751 0.3A. 


DATA 

ANALYSIS 


An  annual  Highway  Safety 
Plan  (HSP)  is  developed  by 
the  HSO  utilizing  state¬ 
wide  traffic  crash  data. 

The  Missouri  State  High¬ 
way  Patrol  serves  as  the 

central  repository  for  all  traffic  crash  data  in  the  state. 

The  Safety  Section  of  MoDOT's  Traffic  and  Highway 
Safety  Division  analyzes  that  data  to  compile  statistics 
on  fatalities  and  serious  injuries.  Three  years'  worth  of 
crash  statistics  are  compiled  to  provide  a  more  represen¬ 
tative  sampling,  thereby  more  effectively  normalizing 
the  data.  Missouri  uses  comprehensive  data  sources 
which  include:  STARS  and  Traffic  Management  System 
(TMS).  The  data  presented  in  this  report  represent  2014 
as  2015  data  is  not  complete,  depending  on  the  section; 
the  data  could  have  been  extracted  from  State  (STARS) 
or  Federal  (FARS)  data  sources. 


PURPOSE 


STRATEGIES 


The  National  Highway 
Safety  Act  of  1966  charg¬ 
es  each  Governor  with 
the  responsibility  of  establishing  a  state  highway  safety 
program.  The  goal  of  the  HSO  is  to  reduce  both  the 
number  and  severity  of  traffic  crashes  and  the  deaths 
and  injuries  resulting  from  these  crashes. 


PROBLEM 

ID 


Traffic  crashes  are,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  an  accepted  part 
of  our  mobile  society.  In 
2014,  there  were  137,428 
traffic  crashes  in  Missouri. 

In  these  crashes,  there  were  766  fatalities  and  47,973 
persons  were  injured  resulting  in  a  great  economic  loss 
to  the  state.  Tragically,  motor  vehicle  crashes  are  the 
leading  cause  of  death  for  those  aged  3-33. 


Missouri's  target  of  700 
or  fewer  fatalities  has 
been  integrated  into  all 
key  planning  documents 

that  include:  State  Highway  Safety  Strategic  Plan,  Mis¬ 
souri's  Blueprint  to  Save  More  Lives;  the  Commercial 
Vehicle  Safety  Plan  (CVSP);  and  the  Highway  Safety  Plan 
and  Performance  Plan  (HSP).  The  fatality  reduction 
goal  is  also  included  in  the  Highway  Safety  Improve¬ 
ment  Program  (HSIP)  Annual  Report  along  with  fatali¬ 
ties,  fatality  rates  and  serious  injuries.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  establish  evidence  based  strategies  that  will 
guide  Missouri  to  meet  this  target. 

State  and  local  governmental  agencies  are  solicited  to 
assist  in  the  development  of  countermeasure  projects 
to  address  the  traffic  crash  issues  through  the  Mis¬ 
souri  Coalition  for  Roadway  Safety  and  Highway  Safety 
Grant  Funding.  These  projects  are  then  compiled  into  a 
comprehensive  traffic  safety  plan  for  the  state.  Federal 
funding  to  support  the  HSO  is  channeled  to  the  state 
from  the  Section  402  Highway  Safety  Program  within 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Transportation.  In  addition  to 
402  funding,  Missouri  also  received  funding  from  Sec¬ 
tions  154  AL,  154  HE,  and  405b,  c,  d,  and  f. 
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SUCCESSES/ 

RESULTS 


Since  inception  of  the 
highway  safety  program 
in  1967,  Missouri  has 

witnessed  a  drop  in  the  vehicle  death  rate  per  100 
million  vehicle  miles  traveled  from  6.2  to  1.08  in  2014. 
However,  during  2014,  there  was  an  increase  of  nine 
fatalities  from  the  previous  year.  In  spite  of  this  in¬ 
crease,  Missouri  is  still  experiencing  a  drop  in  its  three- 
year  moving  average.  The  new  interim  goal  set  by  the 
Missouri  Coalition  for  Roadway  Safety  is  700  or  fewer 
fatalities  by  2016  as  we  continue  to  move  Toward  Zero 
Deaths.

Two  types  of  evaluation  methods 
are  used  to  determine  program 
effectiveness — administrative  and 
impact.  Administrative  evaluations 
measure  the  operational  effi¬ 
ciency  of  task  activities  relative  to 
meeting  the  established  goals  and 
objectives  of  the  project,  includ¬ 
ing  a  Risk  Assessment  conducted 
prior  to  awarding  a  subgrantee 
a  contract.  Impact  evaluations 
determine  the  extent  to  which  the 
project  was  able  to  impact  traffic 
crash  involvement.

The  Missouri  Blueprint  to  Save  More  Lives  addresses  six  emphasis  and  25  focus  areas.  Only  key  strategies  that 
provide  the  greatest  likelihood  of  reducing  roadway-related  fatalities  and  serious  injuries  are  included.  Exten¬ 
sive  data  analysis  and  review  of  current  research  were  used  as  a  basis  for  strategy  selection. 

Strategies  were  developed  for  each  of  these  focus  areas  that  incorporated  the  4  E's  -  education,  enforcement, 
engineering,  and  emergency  response  as  well  as  technology  and  public  policy.  All  of  these  are  also  included 
in  the  Highway  Safety  Plan  (HSP),  which  also  addresses  the  areas  of  Public  Information  and  Education,  and 
Engineering.

Since  this  report  is  directed  toward  modifying  behav¬ 
ior  so  that  safety  will  be  the  accepted  norm,  it  stands 
to  reason  that  we  must  identify  and  categorize  those 
individuals  who  are  making  unsafe  decisions  and/or 
who  are  causing  traffic  crashes.  It  will  be  obvious  to  the 
reader  that  this  document  references  targeted  audienc¬ 
es  or  populations.  The  term  "target  audience"  infers  a 
population  group  that  is  overrepresented  in  a  particular 
type  of  crash  (e.g.,  drinking  drivers)  or  is  underrepre¬ 
sented  in  using  safety  devices  (e.g.,  un-helmeted  motor¬ 
cyclists  or  unrestrained  occupants).  This  terminology  is 
in  no  way  meant  to  profile  certain  populations  by  age, 


gender,  race,  or  nationality.  Rather,  this  is  an  accepted 
term  to  identify  specific  population  groups  that  must 
be  reached  with  our  messages  and  our  enforcement 
efforts  if  we  are  to  reduce  traffic  crashes,  prevent 
injuries  and  save  lives. 

This  section  gives  an  overall  snapshot  view  of  the  fa¬ 
talities  occurring  on  Missouri  roadways  during  the  past 
5  years  allowing  the  reader  to  view  the  5-year  trend 
in  fatalities  for  each  program  area.  The  remainder  of 
the  report  uses  three  years'  worth  of  crash  statistics  to 
provide  a  representative  sampling. 


Although  overall  fatalities  and  the  death  rate  reflect  a  positive  reduction,  it  should  not  be  a  cause  for  complacen¬ 
cy.  A  substantial  number  of  people  continue  to  be  killed  and  seriously  injured  on  Missouri  roadways  and  most  of 
these  traffic  crashes  are  preventable.

The  graph  below  illustrates  the  number  of  fatalities  on  Missouri  roadways  from  2010-2014  due  to  the  involvement 
of  alcohol  and  drugs.  Of  the  1,162  people  killed  in  alcohol  and  other  drug-related  traffic  crashes,  78%  were  the 

substance-impaired  driver/ 
pedestrian  and  22%  were

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In  known  cases  of  those  occupants  killed  who  were  totally  ejected  from  the  vehicle,  93.4%  were  not  restrained  and 
of  those  partially  ejected,  86.2%  were  not  restrained.  Of  the  occupants  killed  who  were  not  ejected  from  their 
vehicles,  45.6%  were 
not  restrained. 


The  following  three  graphs  represent  the  number  of  fatalities  on  Missouri  roadways  from  2010-2014  due  to  the 
three  forms  of  aggressive  driving.  Aggressive  Driving  is  a  serious  problem  on  Missouri's  roadways  and  has  contrib¬ 
uted  substantially  to  traffic 
crashes,  especially  crashes 
resulting  in  death.

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AGGRESSIVE  DRIVING- TOO  FAST  FOR  CONDITIONS 
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Approximately  35%  of  the  distracted  drivers  involved  in  fatal  car  crashes  in  the  last  three  years  were  between  15 
and  30  years  of  age.  The  graph  below  illustrates  all  those  killed  in  crashes  involving  a  distracted/inattentive  driver. 


Note:  In  2012,  the  MO  Uniform  Crash  Report  was  updated  to  allow  law  enforcement  to  report  distracted/inat¬ 
tentive  driving  crash  causes  in  greater  detail.  As  a  result,  the  number  of  reported  distracted  driving  crashes 

decreased.  This  decrease 
may  be  the  result  of 
these  crash  types  being 
under-reported. 


Of  all  2010-2014  fatal  and  serious  injury  crashes  in  Missouri,  20.8%  involved  a  young  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle. 
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Of  all  2010-2014  fatal  and  serious  injury  crashes  in  Missouri,  15.5%  involved  an  older  driver  of  a  motor  vehicle 


In  2010-2014,  there  were  708,529  traffic  crashes  in  the  state.  In  these  crashes,  60,442  (8.5%)  involved  at  least  one 
commercial  motor  vehicle.  Of  the  3,637  fatal  crashes,  however,  548  (15.1%)  involved  at  least  one  commercial  motor 
vehicle.  The  graph  below  illustrates  the  number  of  fatalities  in  crashes  involving  a  commercial  motor  vehicle. 
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In  most  instances,  motorcycle  drivers  and/or  their  passengers  are  the  ones  killed  and  seriously  injured  when  they 
are  involved  in  a  traf¬ 
fic  crash.  The  graph 
indicates  the  number 
of  motorcyclists  killed 
in  roadway  crashes. 


Of  the  16  persons  killed  during  2010-2014  in  crashes  involving  school  buses,  one  bus  occupant  was  killed,  two  were  pedes¬ 
trians  and  13  were  some  other  person  in  the  incident. 
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Pedestrians  and  bicyclists  alike  need  to  understand  that  they  have  primary  responsibility  for  their  own  safety; 
however,  the  motoring  public  also  has  a  responsibility  to  share  the  road  in  a  safe  manner  with  these  vulnerable 
road  users. 


CORE  OUTCOME 
MEASURES 


In  addition  to  the  Focus  Areas,  the  HSO  focuses  on  15  Core  Outcome  Measures. 


The  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTSA)  and  the  Governors  Highway  Safety  Association 
(GHSA)  have  agreed  on  a  minimum  set  of  performance  measures  to  be  used  by  States 
and  federal  agencies  in  the  development  and  implementation  of  behavioral  high¬ 
way  safety  plans  and  programs.  An  expert  panel  from  NHTSA,  State  Highway 
Safety  Offices,  academic  and  research  organizations,  and  other  key  groups 
assisted  in  developing  the  measures* 


The  initial  minimum  set  contains  15  measures:  11  core 
outcome  measures,  one  core  behavior  measure,  and 
three  activity  measures.  The  measures  cover 
the  major  areas  common  to  State  highway 
safety  plans  and  use  existing  data 
systems.  The  following  outlines  the 
15  performance  measures  which 
will  be  identified  within  their 
respective  program  areas.

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Missouri  conducts  an  annual  telephone  survey  to  adult  Missouri  drivers  to  capture 
their  current  attitudes  and  awareness  concerning  impaired  driving,  seat  belt  use  and 
speeding.  Heartland  Market  Research  LLC  was  selected  for  this  project  and  surveyed 
2,502  adult  Missouri  drivers  in  March,  2015. 

Special  efforts  were  made  to  make  the  phone  survey  as  representative  as  possible, 
especially  in  terms  of  the  research  objectives  (geographic,  gender,  and  age).  People 
were  surveyed  from  1 1 3  counties  as  well  as  the  independent  city  of  St.  Louis.  Resi¬ 
dents  from  620  different  zip  codes  are  represented.  The  calling  center  was  given  spe¬ 
cific  goals  for  each  age  group  and  gender  within  various  geographic  areas  to  ensure 
the  most  representative  sample  possible  within  the  constraints  of  the  project. 

The  survey  results  were  weighted  proportionally  to  the  actual  population  in  terms  of 
geographic,  gender,  and  age  distributions.

This  section  outlines  the  programs,  program  goals  as  outlined 
in  the  Highway  Safety  Plan,  results  and  activities  for  each 
highway  safety  program  area.  This  is  simply  a  summary  of 
each  area;  additional  activities  may  have  been  implemented 
across  the  state. 

Traffic  Safety  Enforcement  Program 

The  Highway  Safety  Office  has  four  law  enforcement 
(LE)  program  managers  that  cover  specific  regions  of 
the  state.  These  managers  are  responsible  for  the 
statewide  coordination  of  the  state,  county,  and  local 
law  enforcement  projects.  The  evidence-based  traffic 
safety  enforcement  program  is  focused  on  preventing 
traffic  violations,  crashes,  and  incidents.  It  involves  an 
array  of  enforcement  activities  throughout  the  fiscal 
year  including: 

•  Mobilizations  -  The  LE  program  managers  aggressively  seek 
participation  in  quarterly  impaired  driving  and  occupant 
protection  mobilizations,  as  well  as,  the  NHTSA  required  Driver 
Sober  or  Get  Pulled  Over  and  the  Click  It  or  Ticket  mobiliza¬ 
tion.  Additional  mobilizations  are  coordinated  by  the  Office 
for  Youth  Alcohol,  Teen  Seatbelt  and  Child  Passenger  Safety. 
Mobilization  results  can  be  viewed  in  the  respective  program 
sections. 

•  Communication  -  A  communication  plan  is  developed 
with  each  LE  mobilization.  These  plans  very  depending 
on  available  funding  but  typically  include  press  releas¬ 
es,  paid  media,  social  media  and  earned  media. 


•  Law  Enforcement  Task  Forces/Councils-  Multiple  city/ 
county  agencies  meet  on  a  regular  basis  to  plan  and  co¬ 
ordinate  key  enforcement  activities.  With  the  shortage 
of  personnel  to  conduct  sobriety  checkpoints  and  other 
enforcement  initiatives  in  many  agencies,  the  taskforce 
concept  provides  the  opportunity  to  pool  resources  to 
conduct  more  manpower  intensive  activities  such  as 
sobriety  checkpoints  or  corridor  projects.  Missouri  cur¬ 
rently  has  11  multijurisdictional  taskforces:

The  Highway  Safety  Office  focuses  on  aggressive  driving  by  issuing  Hazardous  Moving  Violation  (HMV)  contracts 
to  law  enforcement  agencies  across  the  state.  In  FY  2015,  the  Office  issued  153  HMV  law  enforcement  contracts 
resulting  in  73,010  HMV  violations.  Efforts  in  this  area  continue  to  be  funded  and  encouraged.  Some  of  the 
projects  used  to  reduce  the  number  of  aggressive  driving  crashes  are  targeted  corridor  projects  (Travel  Safe  Zones) 
and  Selective  Traffic  Enforcement  Programs  (STEPs)  conducted  by  law  enforcement  agencies.  Speed  monitoring 
devices  and  changeable  message  signs  are  also  used  across  the  state  to  reduce  crashes.  News  releases  and  the  me¬ 
dia  are  coupled  with  the  enforcement  efforts  to  reach  the  public  and  educate  on  the  dangers  of  aggressive  driving. 


Alcohol  &  Other  Drugs 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  Missouri  motor  vehicle  traffic 
deaths  in  2014  involved  one  or  more  substance-im¬ 
paired  driver  or  motorcycle  operator.  There  were,  197 
fatalities  and  724  serious  injuries  in  2014  involving  at 
least  one  substance-impaired  driver.  That  equates  to 
one  substance-impaired  driving  fatality  every  1  %  days 
and  one  substance-impaired  driving  serious  injury  every 
Vi  day.

Out  of  the  five  statewide  mobilizations,  there  were 
roughly  150  agencies  involved  and  24,603  total  man 
hours  worked.

Traffic  Safety  Resource  Prosecutor  Program 

This  project  provided  for  a  traffic  safety  resource  pros¬ 
ecutor  (TSRP)  to  focus  on  traffic  safety  issues,  particu¬ 
larly  impaired  driving,  and  serve  as  a  resource  to  other 
prosecutors  and  law  enforcement  officers.  This  position 
is  shared  between  two  attorneys,  the  Deputy  Director 
of  the  Missouri  Office  of  Prosecution  Services  and  a  spe¬ 
cial  prosecutor  in  the  office.  The  TSRP  Program  reached 
354  Missouri  prosecutors,  a  minimum  of  1,133  Missouri 
law  enforcement  officers  and  90  other  Missouri  traf¬ 
fic  safety  advocates.  Six  editions 
of  the  Traffic  Safety  Newsletter 
were  sent  out  in  November  2014 
and  in  January,  March,  May,  July 
and  September  2015.  Approxi¬ 
mately  222  requests  for  technical 
assistance  were  received  from 
prosecuting  attorney's  offices  and 
law  enforcement  agencies  around 
the  state. 


The  Highway  Safety  Office  also  conducts  a  drawing 
each  year  at  the  LETSAC  conference  for  a  free  DWI 
enforcement  vehicle  and  other  equipment  for  law 
enforcement  agencies.  To  qualify,  the  agencies  must 
participate  and  report  their  warning/citation  and  arrest 
results  for  the  five  DWI  campaigns.  Past  recipients  of 
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the  DWI  car  include  Lawrence  County  Sheriff's  Office 
in  2015,  Olivette  PD  in  2014,  Cape  Girardeau  County 
Sheriff's  Office  in  2013,  Joplin  PD  in  2012,  Smithville  PD 
in  2011,  Foristell  PD  in  2010  and  Carthage  PD  in  2009. 

Breath  Alcohol  Instrument  Placement  Program  and 
Technical  Assistance 

The  Missouri  Safety  Center  provides  breath  alcohol 
instrument  placement,  maintenance  and  service  across 
the  State.  In  addition,  MSC  provides  technical  training 
to  law  enforcement  officers  and  others  in  the  criminal 
justice  system  in  the  area  of  breath  alcohol  testing, 
standardized  field  sobriety  testing,  breath  alcohol  igni¬ 
tion  interlock  and  sobriety  checkpoint  supervisor.  Thir¬ 
ty-four  local  law  enforcement  agencies  were  provided 
service,  repairs  or  recalibrations  of  breath  instruments. 
The  Center  provided  111  new  breath  alcohol  testing 
instruments  and  79  preliminary  breath  test  units  (PBTs) 
to  law  enforcement  agencies  and  trained  494  officers 
to  use  breath  alcohol  instruments.  They  conducted 
calibration  checks  and  verified  proper  operation  on 
240  simulators  and  responded  to  3,252  calls  regarding 
ignition  interlock.  The  center  also  provided  prosecution 
guidance  and  advice  as  requested  and  complied  with 
ten  subpoenas  for  court  appearances. 


DWI  Courts 

•  The  Office  of  State  Courts  Administrator 
(OSCA)  received  grant  funding  for  DWI  court  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  State.  DWI  courts  provide  a  cost-effective 
alternative  to  the  traditional  criminal  justice  system  in 
addressing  the  risk  to  public  safety  caused  by  hardcore 
impaired  drivers.  As  of  August  31, 2015  there  were  824 
individuals  participating  in  DWI  courts  in  20  stand¬ 
alone  county  programs  and  37  adult  drug  court  pro¬ 
grams  that  accept  DWI  offenders. 

•  The  Missouri  Supreme  Court  adopted  Court 
Operating  Rule  (COR)  26.  This  rule  requires  all  courts 
that  seek  to  establish  a  DWI  court  or  docket  to  submit  a 
Plan  of  Operation  to  the  Drug  Court  Coordinating  Com¬ 
mission  (DCCC)  for  approval  before  issuing  a  limited 
driving  privilege.  As  of  September  1, 2015  there  were 
49  approved  DWI  court  programs  that  had  granted  992, 
revoked  147  and  suspended  30  LDPs. 
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Occupant  Protection 

Safety  Belt 


Traffic  crashes  are  the  leading  cause  of  death  in  the 
United  States.  It  is  well  recognized  that  one  of  the 
best  means  of  defense  in  a  crash  is  to  be  protected 
by  a  safety  belt  or  a  child  safety  seat.  Increasing 
safety  belt  and  child  safety  seat  use  has  tremendous 
potential  for  saving  lives,  preventing 
injuries,  and  reducing  the  economic 
costs  associated  with  traffic  crashes. 

Safety  belt  use  dramatically  reduces  a 
person's  chance  of  being  killed  or  seri¬ 
ously  injured  in  a  traffic  crash.  Of  the 
drivers  involved  in  2012-2014  crashes, 

1  in  2  was  injured  when  they  failed  to 
wear  their  safety  belt,  however,  when 
they  were  wearing  a  safety  belt,  their 
chances  of  being  injured  in  the  crash 
were  1  in  8.  When  examining  driver 
deaths,  the  differences  are  much  more 
significant.  Drivers  had  a  1  in  29.8 
chance  of  being  killed  if  they  were  not 
wearing  a  safety  belt;  but  that  chance 
dropped  dramatically  to  only  1  in 
1,343  if  the  driver  was  wearing  a  safety  belt.

The  Highway  Safety  Office  coordinated  5  mobilizations  in  the 
area  of  Occupant  Protection  in  the  fiscal  year. 

Five  occupant  protection  (OP)  law  enforcement  mobiliza¬ 
tions  were  conducted  in  addition  to  the  Click  It  or  Ticket  It 
Campaign.  The  quarterly  OP  enforcements 
were  conducted  November  24, 2014,  February 
20, 2015,  April  14,  2015  and  the  CPS  focused 
enforcement  was  September  13-19, 2015.  The 
Click  it  or  Ticket  enforcement  was  conducted 
May  18-31, 2015.  This  campaign  involved  113 
law  enforcement  agencies  with  a  total  of  4,443 
hours  of  work  completed.  This  campaign  also 
included  a  media  campaign  outlined  in  the 
Public  Information  &  Education  section. 

Highlights  from  the  5  enforcement  activities 
are  as  follows:

•  9,547  Seat  Belt  citations 

•  197  Child  Restraint  Violations

The  Occupant  Protection  Subcommittee  was  created  in  2014 
and  completed  the  first  Occupant  Protection  Summit  October 
14-15, 2015.  The  Subcommittee  started  creating  the  Occu¬ 
pant  Protection  Strategic  Plan  during  the  2015  fiscal  year  and 
expects  to  complete  the  plan  by  Spring,  2016. 

The  Highway  Safety  Office  conducted  the  annual  Statewide 
Safety  Belt  Survey  June  1  to  June  14,  2015.  Twenty  roadway 
segments  were  selected  in  each  of  the  28  survey  counties  for  a 
total  of  560  observed  sites.  The  observations  were  conducted 
on  all  days  of  the  week  during  daylight  hours  between 
7:00  a.m.  and  6:00  p.m.  Observations  started  at  the  predeter¬ 
mined  assigned  time  and  continued  for  exactly  45-minutes. 
Passenger  cars,  van/minivan,  sport  utility/crossover  vehicles, 
pickup  trucks  and  commercial  vehicles  weighing  less  than 
10,000  pounds  are  all  qualifying  vehicles  for  the  survey  and  are 
eligible  for  observation,  regardless  of  the  license  state.  Based 
upon  the  91,463  vehicles  and  118,081  vehicle  occupants  ob¬ 
served,  the  Missouri  2015  seat  belt  use  rate  was  79.9  percent. 
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Occupant  Protection 

Child  Passenger  Safety 

Attention  is  also  given  the  youngest  passengers 
through  the  Child  Passenger  Safety  Program.  The 
FY2015  program  focused  on  the  use  of  booster  seats, 
recommending  the  child  meet  the  height  and  weight 
requirements  required  by  law,  even 
if  the  child  is  8  years  old.  Ensuring  a 
proper  seat  belt  fit  is  vital  to  surviv¬ 
ing  a  car  crash  with  minimal  injuries. 

The  State  of  Missouri  has  1,055 
Certified  Child  Passenger  Safety 
Technicians,  36  Child  Passenger 
Safety  Instructors  and  200  Inspection 
Stations  with  at  least  one  Certified 


Technician.  Child  passenger  safety  seats  were  provided 
to  low  income  families  through  the  inspection  stations 
across  the  state.  The  OHS  distributed  1,153  seats  total, 

893  convertible  seats  and  260  high  back  boosters. 

The  CPS  enforcement  campaign  continued  again  this 
year  with  the  new  media  message  focusing  on  booster 
seats.  During  the  campaign  57 
law  enforcement  agencies  partici¬ 
pated  with  a  total  of  183  officers 
conducting  1,281  hours  of  en¬ 
forcement.

Distracted  Drivers 


Distracted  driving  is  a  voluntary  diversion  of  the 
driver's  attention  from  activities  critical  to  safe  driving. 
There  are  four  types  of  driver  distraction;  visual,  audi¬ 
tory,  manual,  and  cognitive.  There  is  a  growing  body 
of  evidence  which  suggests  driver  distractions,  both  in¬ 
side  the  vehicle  and  the  road  environment,  are  becom¬ 
ing  increasingly  large  contributors  to  road  trauma.

Presentations  and  educational  materials  continue  to  be 
implemented  at  schools,  businesses  and  community  or¬ 
ganizations  statewide.  Public  information  campaigns, 
such  as  the  partnership  with  KRCG  TV  with  the  Focus 
on  the  Road  campaign  in  which  over  6000  Missourians 
pledged  to  stay  "focused  on  the  road",  are  a  great  way 
to  get  the  message  out  to  the  public. 


The  Office  of  Highway  Safety  encourages 
law  enforcement  to  find  innovative  ways 
to  address  the  distracted  driving  issue. 

Missouri  currently  has  a  no-texting  law  for 
individuals  21  years  old  and  under,  how¬ 
ever,  it  is  very  difficult  to  enforce.  Statistics 
show  us  that  it  is  not  only  this  younger 
population  engaging  in  texting  while  driving,  as  it  is 
all  age  groups  and  to  compound  the  issue,  texting  is 
only  one  of  many  distractions  that  are  encountered 
while  driving. 
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Young  Drivers 


Young  drivers  are  categorized  as  those  ages  15  through 
20  years.  These  young  drivers  are  substantially  over¬ 
involved  in  Missouri  traffic  crashes.  In  2014, 13.2%  of 
all  fatal  crashes  involved  a  young  driver  of  a  motor  ve¬ 
hicle;  this  is  particularly  significant  since  young  drivers 
comprised  only  7.9%  of  the  licensed  driver  population 
in  Missouri.

Young  driver  programs  focusing  on  seat  belt  use, 
underage  drinking  and  distracted  driving  continue  to 
be  supported.  Each  of  the  following  programs  reached 
hundreds  of  teens,  who  in  turn,  spread  the  message  to 
other  teens. 

Missouri  Safe  and  Sober 

A  free  and  effective  program  that  educates  students 
and  parents  on  the  dangers  of  drugs  and  alcohol  while 
reinforcing  positive  decision  making  and  responsibility. 
During  the  fiscal  year,  291  schools  participated  in  this 
program,  essentially  reaching  127,365  teens,  which  was 
a  54%  increase  from  the  previous  year. 


ThinkFirst  MO 

An  award-winning  school  assembly  program  for  teens. 
High-impact  injury  prevention  presentations  are  made 
to  Missouri  schools  free  of  charge  by  personal  testi¬ 
mony  from  people  who  have  sustained  a  brain  or  spinal 
court  injury,  usually  due  to  a  motor  vehicle  crash.  A 
total  of  14,381  Missouri  students  received  traffic  safety 
education  from  the  ThinkFirst  traffic  safety  assembly 
program  delivered  via  115  presentations  at  72  schools. 

A  total  of  1,508  Missourians  received  traffic  safety 
education  from  the  ThinkFirst  Corporate/Community 
Traffic  Safety  Program  delivered  via  41  presentations 
at  39  worksites/organizations.  In  addition  ThinkFirst 
Missouri  delivered  11  Traffic  Offender  Program  classes 
reaching  176  high-risk  Missouri  drivers. 

It  Only  Takes  One 

It  Only  Takes  One  is  a  competition  between  Missouri 
high  schools  to  encourage  safe  driving  habits.  It  is  a 
chance  for  students  to  educate  teens,  parents  and  the 
community  about  the  dangers  teens  face  while  driving. 
There  are  134  schools  participating  in  the  It  Only  Takes 
One  campaign  during  the  2015-2016  school  year.

The  University  of  Missouri  houses  two  pro¬ 
grams  aimed  at  alcohol  use  on  college  cam¬ 
puses.  The  SMART  program  is  a  web-based 
program  that  educates  bar  and  restaurant 
owners  on  the  sale  of  alcohol  to  minors  and  how  to 
avoid  over  serving  those  already  intoxicated.  This  year 
1,928  new  accounts  were  created,  698  establishments 
completed  the  program  and  1,406  certificates  were 
issued.  CHEERS  to  the  Designated  Driver  is  a  program 
for  bars  and  restaurants  to  celebrate  the  designated 
driver  by  serving  them  free  non-alcoholic  drinks.  Cur¬ 
rently  28  campuses  participate  in  the  program. 

Team  Spirit 

High  school  students  and  advisors  are  invited  to  at¬ 
tend  one  training  program  as  a  school  team.  As  a 
team  they  will  not  only  receive  educational  training  on 
highway  safety  topics,  but  will  also  develop  individual¬ 
ized  team  action-plans  to  be  implemented  within  their 
own  schools  upon  their  return.  During  the  FY2015, 22 
schools  were  trained  at  Team  Spirit  and  implemented 
plans  within  their  schools. 

Young  driver  materials  were  assessed  to  determine  the 
best  and  most  cost-effective  way  to  reach  the  larg¬ 
est  number  of  parents  and  teens,  and  are  distributed 
to  the  public  through  an  online  ordering  system  at 
https://www6.modot.mo.gov/OrderSystem/pub/dis- 
playOrder.do. 

The  Graduated  Driver  License  Law  information 
continues  to  be  included  in  campaign  and  web 
materials  to  educate  teens  and  adults  on  the  impor¬ 


tance  of  and  purpose  for  the  law.  This  information  is 
also  included  in  the  RoadWise  Guide:  Parent/Teen  Safe 
Driving  Guide.  Over  30,165  guides  were  distributed 
during  the  fiscal  year  to  teens,  parents  and  teachers  to 
support  new  drivers. 

Two  law  enforcement  campaigns  were  again  sup¬ 
ported,  youth  seat  belt  and  underage  drinking.  Par¬ 
ticipation  from  104  law  enforcement  agencies  during 
the  youth  seat  belt  campaign  resulted  in  2,166  seat  belt 
citations  issued;  while  168  agencies  participated  in  the 
youth  alcohol  campaign  resulting  in  20  Zero  Tolerance 
citations  and  one  fake  ID  recovered. 

Both  campaigns  are  supported  by  a  media  campaign 
promoted  through  paid,  earned  and  social  media 
outlets.  The  youth  seat  belt  message  "Buckle  Up,  it's 
no  joke"  focused  on  the  fact  that  teens  are  dying  in 
car  crashes  every  day  and  that  is  not  something  to  joke 
about. 

The  youth  alcohol  message  "Don't  let  one  moment 
define  you"  focuses  on  the  fact  the  teens  are  young 
and  have  their  whole  lives  before  them  however  one 
impaired  driving  incident  could  ruin  their  future. 
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Older  Drivers 


It's  Time... 


Our  population  is  aging  and  older  adult  drivers  are 
increasing  their  exposure  (miles  driven/year)  on  the 
highways.  According  to  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  Mis¬ 
souri  ranked  16th  nationally  in  2010  with  15%  of  the 
population  age  65  or  older.  By  the  year  2030  it  is 
estimated  that  over  20%  of  the  population  in  Missouri 
will  be  age  65  or  older.  That  means  approximately  one 
in  five  people  will  be  65  or  older. 

Being  able  to  go  where  we  want,  when  we  want,  is 
important  to  our  quality  of  life.  Personal  mobility  is 
often  inextricably  linked  to  the  ability  to  drive  a  car. 
However,  as  we  age  our  ability  to  drive  a  motor  vehicle 
may  be  compromised  by  changes  in  vision,  attention, 
perception,  memory,  decision-making,  reaction  time 
and  aspects  of  physical  fitness  and  performance.

The  Highway  Safety  Office  continues  to  work  with 
safety  partners  and  universities  to  produce  and  imple¬ 
ment  countermeasures  to  reduce  crashes  involving 
older  drivers.  Some  of  these  measures  will  enable 
older  drivers  to  check  their  own  driving  abilities,  assist 
local  driver  license  offices  in  recognizing  medically 
unfit  drivers  and  develop  a  package  of  office- based 
screening  tools  to  be  used  by  healthcare  providers.

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Commercial  Motor  Vehicles 


Large  trucks  have  blind  spots  -  identified  as  No  Zones 
-  around  the  front,  back  and  sides  of  the  truck,  which 
make  it  difficult  for  the  driver  to  see.  It  is  critically 
important  that  other  drivers  stay  out  of  the  No  Zone  of 
a  commercial  vehicle.  Because  most  commercial  motor 
vehicles  (CMVs)  are  large  transport  devices  that  are 
much  heavier  than  the  normal  vehicle  population,  they 
cause  greater  amounts  of  personal  injury  and  severity 
to  the  occupants  of  vehicles  with  which  they  collide. 
When  analyzing  the  types  of  persons  killed  or  injured 
in  CMV  crashes,  the  great  majority  were  not  the  oc¬ 
cupants  of  the  commercial  motor  vehicle. 

GOAL  #1: 

The  Traffic  and  Highway  Safety  Division  administers 
Motor  Carrier  Safety  Assistance  Program  (MCSAP),  but 
the  MCSAP  operates  under  a  separate  federal  grant. 
Goals,  benchmarks  and  strategies  are  outlined  within 
the  Commercial  Vehicle  Safety  Plan  (CVSP),  which  is 
submitted  to  the  Federal  Motor  Carrier  Safety  Admin¬ 
istration. 


Missouri  State  Highway  Patrol  conducted  four  Truck 
Checks  utilizing  85  Troopers  working  a  total  of  2,202 
hours  during  these  operations.  The  Truck  Checks 
resulted  in  1,294  inspections  being  conducted  with  a 
22%  out  of  service  rate.  Missouri's  2014  commercial 
motor  vehicle  safety  belt  use  rate  is  81%.  Because  of 
this  low  use  rate  Missouri  has  taken  a  zero  tolerance 
approach  to  safety  belt  enforcement  on  commercial 
motor  vehicles.  During  the  MCSAP  FY14  (ending  July, 

2015),  Missouri  commercial  motor  vehicle  enforcement 
officers  issued  1,270  safety  belt  citations  and  MoDOT 
Motor  Carrier  Services  issued  1,936  letters  to  motor 
carriers  informing  them  of  their  driver's  noncompliance 
with  the  safety  belt  law. 

Missouri  currently  is  not  considered  to  have  an  issue 
with  passenger  vehicle  crashes.  To  ensure  Missouri 
stays  in  this  category  our  commercial  motor  vehicle 
inspectors  conducted  1,048  passenger  carrier  inspec¬ 
tions.  Missouri,  through  the  MCSAP  program  alone, 
has  conducted  80,016  inspections  on  commercial  motor 
vehicles  and  MoDOT  Motor  Carrier  Services  has  con¬ 
ducted  a  total  of  474 
compliance  reviews 
on  commercial  motor 
vehicle  companies. 
Missouri's  public 
education  efforts  on 
commercial  motor 
vehicle  safety  resulted 
in  104  safety  courses 
being  taught  reaching 
approximately  5,225 
attendees. 


Motorcycles 


A  responsible  motorcyclist  must  think  about  the  con¬ 
sequences  of  their  riding  behavior  in  traffic  and  accept 
personal  responsibility  for  the  results  of  their  decisions 
and  actions,  as  well  as  develop  good  skills  and  judgment. 
The  motorcyclist  must  consider  their  personal  margin  of 
safety  or  margin  for  error  -  how  much  extra  time  and 
space  they  need  given  their  skill  level. 

Likewise,  the  general  motoring  public  must  be  aware 
of  their  surroundings  while  driving  and  share  the  road 
with  motorcyclists.  A  significant  number  of  motorcycle 
crashes  involve  another  vehicle.

To  decrease  un-helmeted  or  non-DOT-compliant  helmet- 
ed  motorcyclist  fatalities  to  21  by  2016  (does  not  include 
fatalities  where  helmet  use  was  "unknown").

The  Motorcycle  Safety  Trust  Fund  is  used  for  training 
motorcyclists  and  promote  public  awareness  of  motorcy¬ 
clists  only.  From  January  1, 2015,  through  December  31, 
2015,  the  Missouri  Motorcycle  Safety  Program  (MMSP) 
has  sponsored  623  training  courses  and  4,416. 


The  funding  received  for  the  program  was  used  for 
media  targeting  men  ages  18-24  and  all  drivers.  The 
motorcycle  awareness  media  campaign  runs  from  late 
April  through  May  and  includes  late  summer  holidays 
and  special  motorcycle  events  throughout  the  riding 
season. 

Rider  awareness  is  a  year-round  process  starting  at  the 
dealerships  throughout  Missouri  with  dealer  placement 
hangs  tags  on  motorcycles  and  displays,  along  with  free 
motorcycle  training  courses  at  participating  dealerships. 
Motorcycle  safety  pamphlets  are  also  distributed  to 
license  offices  and  dealership.  The  Office  of  Highway 
Safety  also  distributed  8,529  Watch  for  Motorcycles 
yard  signs  and  18,762  Window  clings  during  the  fiscal 
year. 


Crashes  Involving  School  Buses 


Although  school  buses  provide  one  of  the 
safest  modes  of  transportation,  there  are 
still  school  bus  related  injuries  and,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  some  fatalities  every  year.  Some 
of  these  are  due  to  crashes  with  other  ve¬ 
hicles  while  others  are  due  to  the  school 
bus  striking  a  pedestrian  or  bicyclist.

Highway  Safety  Office  staff  continue  to  serve  on  the  state  school  bus  safety  committee;  and  distribute  materials  to 
address  safety  in  and  around  school  busses  and  sharing  the  road  with  school  busses. 


Vulnerable  Roadway  Users 


Many  Missourians  rely  on  non-motorized  means  of 
transportation  such  as  walking  and  bicycling.  Both  of 
these  modes  have  the  ability  to  provide  physical  and 
health  benefits,  but  they  also  have  the  potential  for 
serious  or  fatal  injuries  in  the  event  of  a  crash.  Crashes 
involving  pedestrians  and  bicyclists  do  not  occur  in 
extremely  large  numbers  (3.0%  and  1.3%  of  all  crashes, 
respectively)  but  when  a  pedestrian  or  bicyclist  is  in¬ 
volved  in  a  traffic  crash,  the  potential  for  harm  is  much 
greater.

The  Highway  Safety  Office  continues  to  partner  with 
agencys  such  as  TrailNet  and  PedNet  to  educate  the 
public  on  safely  interacting  with  motor  vehicles.  Educa 
tion  is  also  geared  to  the  motoring  public  on  sharing 
the  road  safely  with  pedestrians  and  bicyclists.  Bicycle 
helmets  are  distributed  during  safety  events  to  raise 
awareness  at  the  local  level  utilizing  the  Safe  Communi¬ 
ties  programs  and  the  Missouri  Coalition  for  Roadway 
Safety. 
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Engineering  Services 


Traffic  engineering  is  a  vital  component  of  the  traffic  safety  counter¬ 
measure  picture.  The  techniques  engineers  use  to  design  roads  cer¬ 
tainly  affect  the  safety  of  motorists.  Engineering  approaches  offer 
two  basic  types  of  countermeasures  against  drivers  committing  haz¬ 
ardous  moving  violations:  highway  design  and  traffic  engineering. 
With  highway  design,  the  roads  can  be  redesigned  to  add  capacity 
or  accommodate  increased  traffic.  Highway  design  can  also  mitigate 
the  injury  consequences  for  motorists  who  come  into  contact  with 
aggressive,  impaired,  or  distracted  drivers.  Effective  traffic  engineer¬ 
ing  offers  a  way  to  accommodate  increased  traffic  flow,  or  at  least 
get  it  under  control,  without  building  new  roads. 

Consulting  services  were  provided  for  Traffic  engineering  projects 
around  the  state.  Funding  was  focused  on  correcting  operational 
problems  on  city  and  county  streets,  and  highways. 

A  total  of  10  consultant  projects  were  funded  through  the  grant  this 
fiscal  year.  Those  consultant  services  were  provided  on  projects 
located  in  Pettis  County,  City  of  Peculiar,  City  of  Cameron,  City 
of  Cape  Girardeau,  City  of  West  Plains,  City  of  Sedalia,  City  of 
I  Carthage,  City  of  Willard,  City  of  Clinton  and  City  of  St.  Martin. 


The  2015  TEAP  projects,  which  utilized  Highway  Safety  Funds, 
included  corridor  studies,  intersection  improvements,  opera¬ 
tional  analysis,  sign  inventories,  pedestrian/bike  route  analysis 
and  parking  studies. 


The  engineering  safety  projects  MoDOT  continues  to  implement 
relate  to  roadway  departure  and  intersections.  These  improve¬ 
ments  include  installation  of  several  hundred  miles  of  rumble 
strips  on  improved  shoulders,  several  thousand  curve  related 

signs  (chevrons)  and  more  intersection  improvement  proj¬ 
ects  likej-turns. 


Another  initiative  MoDOT  has  implemented  this  year 
across  the  state  is  high  friction  surface  treatment  (HFST) 
on  problematic  curves.  This  higher  friction  aggregate  is 
proving  very  successful  in  minimizing  wet  weather  related 
crashes,  as  well  as,  all  driving  condition  crashes  on  our 
curves.

The  Office  of  Highway  Safety  contracted  the  Alliance  Sport  Marketing  group  again  this  year  to  support  the  Arrive 
Alive  message  at  race  tracks  across  Missouri.  Along  with  regional  volunteers,  fans  received  informational  items 
reminding  them  to  buckle  up  and  ARRIVE  ALIVE.  "Tickets"  were  also  handed  out  to  those  entering  the  raceways 
wearing  a  seat  belt  that  could  be  redeemed  for  a  MO  racing  t-shirt  with  a  highway  safety  message.  The  Missouri 
State  Highway  Patrol  also  encouraged  seatbelt  use  by  simulating  a  5-mph  car  crash  using  the  Seat  Belt  Convinces
